The orp'hans, sh* said, are 
the children of Korean women 
and American servicemen who 
were stationed in Japan.

Mr. and Mrs. English hmve 
lived here for the past 6V4 
years. English has worked at 
th« Hammond Lumber co. on 
Terminal Island for the past 30 
years.

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Construction Firm Sued By Widow
A 22-year-old Lomita mother 

and her year-old daughter have 
filed a $305.000 damage suit 
against the Griffith Construc­ 
tion company, arising from the 
death of the woman's husband 
in a traffic crash a year ago.

The suit was filed in the Los 
Angeles Superior Court last 
week on behalf of Mrs. Marilyn 
Royko, of 25046^ Pennsylvania 
avenue. and her daughter, 
Sharon. hy Attorney Boris 
Woolley.

The complaint allege* that 
Wilfred .1. Royko, 27, wa* in­ 
jured fatally when a oar in 
which he was riding April SO 
of last year <*ra«h«%d info a 
fMirked road grader owned by 
the tiriffith Construction com­ 
pany, defendant* In the suit,

on Kiffueroa mtreet near Ocean 
avenue in Carson.
Royko was riding with Don­ 

ald L. Lambert, 28, of Compton, 
who later was sentenced to a 
year in jail on charges arising 
out of the fatal crash.

The suit alleges the de­ 
fendant was negligent in 
parking the road grader and 
other machinery on the road* 
way wittmut llglita or any 
other safeguards.
